The question necessarily arises what became 


of tlie greater part of this water? The apper- 
unces of tue water having run up trees. etc., 
suggests the answer. It was sucked up, aud 
by electric repulsion revaporized. I was in- 
formed by an observer who viewed the phe- 
nomenon, not more than a quarter of « mile 
distunt, that notwithstunding the great quan- 
tity of living and dead matter, such as the de- 
bris of houses, fences, lumber yards, wagons, 
carriages. people, horses, dogs and swine, that 
were sucked up by the spout and whirled 
around in it, it appeared all the time, as though 
steam from an enormous steam pipe were dis- 
charging in its center, anu that when it struck 
Crooked River it appeared us though a battery 
of boilers hed exploaed. 

Protessor Daniels, who investigated the Wis- 
consin tornadoes, tnat occurred on the 23d of 
May, 1878, on page 21 of bis report, says: 
ne whole surface ot the ground looked as if 
a rapid current of water, a foot in depth, had 
swept over it, wusbhing aiong its course straws, 
wies. stubble, and other light material, which 
it llt lying agaist trees and brush in such a 
way as to indicate the subsidence of a flood. 0 
Again, on pave 30, he says: The appeutuunee 
ot the track of the tornado was that of a region 
which hud been inundated.’’ 

My friend, Sergeant Finn, of the Signal 
Corps, in his reporton the Detroit tornado of 
zune 27, 1875, says: ‘*Contrary opinions pre- 
vailin reference to precipitation ;30me asserting 
thatitrained beavily, while others saw n>» 
ruin. It is certuin that it rained heavily at one 
point on its course. when it tore off the roof of 
a house and flooded the interior next instant,’’ 

Sergeant Calver, who+xamined the Georgia 
and Carolina tornado of March 2, 1875, says: 
A child was kitieaw ia Mr. = Bart- 
lett’s arms. Attempting to rise, he 
was instantly thrown to the ground. They 
were all drenched and nearly strangled by tor- 
rents of waiter, which seemed to be dashed 

ver them by barreisial.’’ But for want of 
time and space, I must forbear citing identical 
instances, which might be quoted indefinitely. 

It has been already mentioned of tie 
Colorado tornado excavating hill tops, 
Mr. k. P. Hanan writes of the ricochet tor- 
nado that occurred in Reno county. Kausas, on 
May 17th, 1878: ‘‘Whenever it dipped down 
upon the eurth, the soil flew up into it, as 

though a wine had been exploced underneath 
it, leaving a space denuded of soil to u consid- 
erable depth, of several hundred square feet.“ 
Inthe Signal Office report of the tornado at 
Carrington, Illinois, onthe 23d of May, 1878, 
it is stuted that in several places wers the 
tornado struck, a mass of earth, trees and otuer 
cebris would be carried up, leaving a hole from 
150 to 300 teet square.’’ 

In the tornado that occurrdejin Southeastern 
Kentucky, on the 26th ot March iast, 
in a house belonging to Mr. Cox, 
which was unroofed, were his wife ant 
child. As the roof flew olf, Mrs. Cox bounded 
up to the ceiling, and the child darted up the 
chimney, but fell back into the fire. Pueno 
menu ot this kind were very common before 
stoves had so exten-ively displaced fire-places. 
When a tornado even passedinthe airover a 
house without touching it, light articles such 
as bonnets, silk cravats, etc., would durt up 
the chimney. The phenomenon is in every 


particular the sume 113 the dane- 
ing figures under an electrified disk, 


which everyone has seen that ever attended a 
lecture on electriciy. 

Extraordinary lifting power and ot hurling 
missiles was wanifested in the tornadoes of 
187%. But since there were none features we 
will noc give particulars. The to:ilowing tacts 
were, through oversight, omitted last year, 
and their importance entitles their insertion 
here: 

In u tornado that occurred at Sweetilope, 
Northumberlaendsmite. England, on the l4tn 
of April, 1869, among other facts, the follow 
ing is related: & boat house was entirely 
unrooted, und the nails drawn out ot the 
plenks ot the oor ot an upper room in the 
puilding.’’

Supposetue bamboo hada 
Velocity of 1,200 miles or more an hour, whence 
cid it acquire tt? Can the wind inpuarta vreater 
velocity to unn Object it moves than it pos- 
sesees itsei{? Evidently not. This is convinsive 
igainst the wind hypothesis. But the facts 
siuted show that in the tornado we have imo- 
tion iu ever CGirection, not only horizontuily 
with the wind, exoinstit, andacall angles to 
its course, (ut we bavea perpendicular wind, 
that instantancousiv Carrivs up into the over- 
banking Cloud insatterthut weighs thousands 
tous Kegaerdec tromevery point of view, 
tLe wind by pothesis is preposterous. 

What ceuse, then, can be assigned, that 
vill explain and account for ail these phe- 
none? 

It put pith balls or miniature houses made 
of pith upon il table, and then 
pass « charged conductor over them, every ball 
updbhouse willleap upon the conductor. but 
the instant it touches the conductor it is hurl- 
ced beck witb such velocity thet the eve cannot 
followit. Is not this the uction of the tornado 
cloud in miniature” 

Your conductor, a footor so long, and anineh 
or more thick, will do this; und is there any 
mystery avout why and ho it does it? Whas 
muy, therctore, be «xpected that an ‘electric 
cloud can and will do,which is 6,000 and more 
cet thick, miles in length «and width, and so 
dense thatitturns day intonight? lwo elece- 
tiicttiies contiont each other; one on tue cloud 
aud the other on the earth beneath it. They 
mutually attract ench other, bat neither can 
pues to the other except matter farnish a con- 
veyunce. Lence the uttraction of the 
Cuirth forms A spout on the 
undersice oftheclond. Lhe earth pulls at 
this spout, and, from self-repalsion, the cloud 
gives itashoveinthne rear. Underthe impuise 
of both attraction and repulsion, the spout de- 
scends towards the euartii, with a charge of 
electiicity upon it so conceatrated thatit glows 
ken furnace. Bnt the ecioad likewise pulls at 
the earth and at all objects upon it, and the 
seit-repulsion of the earth upon such objects 
wives themashoveiroin below. Hence, tree 
objects upon the earth Jeap up and meet in 
inid-air the descending cloud-spout. 

ELECTRIC LAW. 

All thatis necessary to spprehend the whole 
phenomenon, is te grasp fully the now accept- 
ed ideathat electricity is not matter, but an 
affection of matter. It hence Cannot puss be- 
tween two insulated objects, except by matter 
conveying it. This is an clectric law known 
long ego, but has never been applied fdr ex- 
plaining electric phenomena. ‘That electricity 
eunnot pass without being Conveyed, can be 
Cemonstratedin a thousand ways. The tollow- 
ing, however, issuflictent and conclusive: Tip 
oneelectric pole with a bit ot gold foil, and the 
opposite pole similarly with silver foil. When 
the di-churge has passed, the gold and silver 
will be found to have changed poles. The two 
polesexchanged their electrcities bv an in- 
terchange ot metals; that is, each metal in 
crossing over tothe opposite pole, carried a 
charge of that kind of electricity on the pole it 
leit, overtothe opposite kiud onthe pole te 
whichit went That is, it conveved it atross. 
Ins actot conveying is what is called con- 
vection of electricity.

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PERILS OF THE ARCTIC OCEAN. 
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The Whaler Mercury Abandoned—Two 


More Whalers Frozen In. 
From the San Francisco Bulletin. ] 

The whaling bark Helen Mar, from the 
Arctic Ocean, reached this barbor last even- 
ing, bringing the erew of the bark Mereury. 
The latter vessel was abandoned in the ice on 
the 24th of last October, in latitude 71 deg. 
10 min. north, longitude 172 deg. west, just 
north of Herald Shoals. The two ships were 
together. On the 19th of October there was 
ice as far as they could see to the westward. 

They then stood tothe northeast. On the 
2th they worked to the southward, among 
young ice. There were occasional pieces of 


clear water and some heavy ice. At dark 
there was considerable ice around, and they 
laid under easy sail until daylight. At day- 


light on the morning of the 2ist they kept 
away and stood east-southeast. The weather 
was not very thick—they could see seven or 
eight miles. Soon after noon they came to 
young ice, and the wind hauled mene) The 
chips were swung off, as 
to work through the ice. Captain 
Hickmott. of the Mereury, says he worked 
until midnight, and then the ice thickener 
und stopped the ship. At 10 9 clock next 
morning both ships dropped anchor, During 
the day of the 22d no water was to be seen 
frem the mast-head. At night it breezed up 
some, and they hove up their anchors. The 
Mereury mired about two ships’ 
and the Helen Mar did not stir from 
her position. On the morning of the 
280d the ice about the ships would 
bear a ton weight. Matters looked dismal 
and they prepared for winter. The ships were 
in hailing distance of each other—the Helen 
Mar being tothe southward. The latter be- 
ing a newer andt stronger ship, it was de- 

¢eided to put all the provisions on board of her 
undd abandon the Mercury. All that day and 
the next both crews were engaged in securing 
provisions: wood, sails and blubber, amount- 
ing toa whale anda half. The ice was all the 


time growing more solid; it was 
vetting cold, and every hour their 
chances of escaping from their 
icy prison grew less. On the 24th Captain 
Hickmott bid farewell to the Mercury. That 


night it came on to blow ayale from the north- 
ward and they never saw her again. As the 

gale increased the ice began to crack and 
— up around them. This gave them hope. 
They made sail and Worked all night, some 
hours not making more than half a mile, then 
again they would go three or four miles. The 
ice was surging and grinding about 
them, and every moment they expected 
the vessel to be cut through, in which case 
they must inevitably have all perished. The 
ice Was from six inches to afoot in thickness 
and was in small cakes and joined together. 
From that time to their passing through the 
straits, six days, they were constantly work- 
ing their way through the ice, and hourly an- 
ticipating that the wind might fail them. If 
it bad ever fallen calm fifteen mfnutes would 
have sufliced tohave frozen them in so solid that 
they would have been unable to move. The 
last night they were in the Arctic Capt. Hick- 
mott says was the most fearful one he ever 
experienced in that sea. It was intensely 
cold, and their rudder became frozen so that 
it was impossible to guide the ship, and for 
hours they drifted about helplessly, the sea 
breaking over themand filling their de ek with 
jc, They finally succeeded in getting the 
rudder free. In working out through the 
straits they were obliged to keep in close to 
the east shore and grounded upon Cape 
Prince of Wales, but fortunately got clear 
without damage. 

The Vivilant was last seen on the Sth of Oec- 
tober. Capt. Smithers had plenty of provi- 
sons and thought of wintering at point Bar- 
row. Capt. Hickmott is of the opinion that 
the Mount Wollaston and Vigilant have been 
Whaling about Herald Island, where there 
was noice at last reparts. They would not 
anticipate tinding ice to the south of them, as 
ii is an unusual ovcurrence, and therefore it 


may be that they are both frozen up in the 
Artie. 
Capt. Hickmott fears that the Jeannette 


may be frozen up inthe pack ice, and not be 
able to reach a prac e of safety.

The river cannot be bought, nor 
consolidated, nor turned out of 
its course to the wide ocean. It 


understand its importance ‘to our internal 
and foreign commerce. The cry has too 
long been millions for the lake and sea- 
coast harbors, but nothing for the 
sippi.

Our territory is as large asthe combined ter- 
-ritory of Russia in Europe, Norway, Sweden, 
Denmark, Holland, Belgium, Germany, Aus- 
tris, Hungary, Switzerland, Italy, Spain, Por- 
tugal, France, Great Britain and Ireland, 
What a magnificent possession for a single 
people! Fronting un the two great oceans, and 
central between Europe and Asia, what an 
opportunity for commerce with both! Stand- 
ing apartand withdrawn from the necessity ot 
‘entangling alliances with other states, how, 
saie, independent and commanding our posi- 
tion! 

Our national debt is, say, $2,200,000,000. 
That of the nations Il have named is more than 
eight times as large. Weare reducing ours, it 
may be, rapidly enough. lam not aware that 
this is the case with any nation in Europe. 
Their debts are rather increasing. The great 
payment by France to Germany did not reduce 
her debt; it was only achange of creditors.

Now lam old, and so is my 
disease. Half of the time I could not work,and, 
consequently, could not nake a living.

not want to be a burden nor a dependent 
upon others; that I will not do. Ifa person is 
heulthy be is wealthy.

I should wish thut no one willtake amiss what 
did. Farewell to all.

General Opinion asto the Proposed Scheme 
—The Deeds to Missourn Park—Raising 
850.000. 


The meeting of the committee who were to 
devise the plan tor the Permanent Exhibition 
was heldin the directors’ roomof the Mer- 


eantiie Library, and made public the scheme 


about which there has been so much discus- 
sion during the last three weeks. 
Mr. Franklin, the chairman, announced the 


conclusions of the committee, which may be 
suinmed up us follows: $350,000 18 
to be raised by public subscription 


of stock; either Missourior Washington Park 
is to be given by the city as asite, with a pre- 


ference by the committee tor the 
former location; that $300,000 01 
the amount snbscribed be put into ap- 


propriate buildings, and that 850,000 of the 
money be loaned to the Fair Association as 
advances tor the relinguishment by them of 
the exposition feature. 

There was much discussion over the matter 
dluring the meeting, but the report 
was eventually adopted and declared to be the 
scnse of the meeting. 

This morning the whole scheme has been 
made a constant theme of discussion through- 
Out the town, and there have been probably 
us many opinions advanced as there xre citi- 
nens in the city remotely or directly interested 
in the Pernmanent Exposition building. 

Public opinion is strongly tor the building of 
an Exposition iiall, and Missouri lark 
for a location is looked upon as positive iaspir- 
ation. The only point about which ‘there seems 
10 be muck difference of opinton is the $50,000 
bonus te the Fair Grounds Association. It was 
stuted atthe meeting lust night that part ot 
Missouri Park had been given to 
the city under. certain restrictions 
which weuld render only part of the ground 
available. AcPosT DisvarcH reporter hunted 


up the deeds under which the property was 


conveyed and found that for that 
Ortion lying between Ojiitve und Locust and 
— und Thirtecath, the citv has an 
absolute fee simple title, butthe remainder, 
between Olive and St. Charles, Vas given 
10 the citv by James II. Lucas on con- 
dition that it reinains always a park, and bear 


higname. The last condition never has been 
complied with, and it is thought that 
if the park wis abandoned 


the Lucas heirs would very probably claim the 
property. Inquiry at the Slices of several ot 


the Lucases  tuiled to develop whut 
their programme would be in case tte 
«ity. gave the ground to the Exposition. 


It ig stuted Ky outsiders that the property will 
revert to Hem, however. 

Mayor Overstolz wus called upon, ut he 
has made up his mind to say nothing 
about the matter untilit has come to him oflli- 
qially, and consequently the reporter could 
giean but little ot his views upon the 
mutter. It will be remembered, how- 
ever, that when Mr. Wavman Crow 
some years ago proposed the location ot the 
Mercantile Library upon this very Mock, 
the scheme bad no warmer adnerent than Mr. 
Overstolz. Consequently, his position may be 
guessed at, if itis not stated. 

The members of the Council 


are almost a 


unit in favor of the proposed plan,sothat there 


is no renson to doubt the eventual 
success of the down town Exposition. Tne 
only practical question now between the 


buildings inthe abstract and the concrete is 
the raising of $350,000, and as all the 
early estimates of the expense were putin the 
neighborhood of $500,000 it appears that 
everybody thinks the above Bamed sum Can bo 
raised with neither difficulty nor delay,

Even Coats of Arms and Other Signs of Aris- 
tocracy in a Democratic Republic. 


— — 


Who Are These Self-Constituted Aristo- 
. crats and Blue- Bloods? 


Everybody accepts the fact that an Ameri- 
can aristocracy is slowly forming itself into 
shape, and that the city of St. Louis is ſbecom- 
ing one of the centers for the diffusion of high 
lineage and great names. 

No well regulated aristocracy can 
exist long without coat armor, 
andthe necessity of heraldry is even more 
pressing in the brand new upper classes of this 
country than in the more settled nobility of 
more aged countries. 

Heraldry first came into general usage about 
the time of the crusades, when a gentleman’s 
trade-mark on his bull's hide shield was of 


great service to his friends as a 
post mortem means of identifi- 
cation alter the beurer nad fallen 


beneath the Paynim. There were many other 
uses to which coat armor was put in th middie 
ages. The charges, descending regularly from 
tather to son, had value in determining his- 
torical points, and it was always a source of 
great satisfaction toa man who was bolted 
inside 01 a medieval burglar-proot 
safe to know that his name, resi- 
dence and fighting weight were correctly re- 
corded upon the outside. 

Of course the system of charges and counter- 
charges soon grew so extremely complicated 
that a polite education was absolutely neces-

soon grew to mean the blazoning of arms rath- 
er than the bearing of State mes- 
sages, In England the system 
culminated in the establishment ot Heralds’ 
Colieges and the nomination of kings-at-arms, 
and now the bearing of arms has come to be 
synonymous with ancient lineage and honora- 
ble birth. English heraldry, by the way, is 
noted for its intricacy abeve that of any other 
nation. ‘Lhe gentlemen who first 
adventured to America brought their 
aristocratic tokens with them, finding by the 
way an exact counterpart of their most Lonor- 
able charges here betore them in the totems of 
the Indian tribes. The custom lapsed by dis- 
usage, and though eyen yetin Maryland, Vir- 
gima and Curolina old plate is to be found em- 
bossed with griffins, unicorns and alt the bal- 
apce olf the heraldic menagerie, the owners 
know little about it and say less. | 

Of late years, however, heraldry has taken a 
boom, andin every city of the Union there has 
vrown up a demand for coat armor, which has 
been promptly met by a supply. 

Inthe olden counties the fountain of honor 
isthe king, and arms are granted nowhere 
but from the throne. In democratic America, | 
where the people have gone short on 
crowns and sovereigns, the aching |
